Appreciation is expressed to Examiner Nguyen for her courtesy and 
helpfulness during a telephone interview conducted on July 31, 2003 with regard to 
the above-identified application. 

During the course of this telephone interview, the amending of claims 35, 49 
and 50 to include clarifying amendments was discussed. In particular, these 
amendments were discussed for purposes of clarifying the antecedent basis 
regarding the "electrically insulating layer" and M the inclined portion" and "the flat 
portion" in claims 35, 49 and 50. In addition, Examiner Nguyen requested 
authorization to amend the penultimate paragraph of claims 49 and 50 to change "a 
flat portion of the insulating layer having a substantial uniform thickness" to "a flat 
portion of the electrically insulating layer near boundary between the inclined portion 
and the flat portion having a substantially uniform thickness." It is noted that this 
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corresponds to language used in independent claim 35. Accordingly, as a result of 
the interview, it was agreed that Examiner Nguyen would make this change by 
Examiner's amendment to place the case in condition for allowance.
